Presidential Assistant Ken- 
neth P. O’Donnell, who was 
with President John F. Ken- 
nedy in Dallas when Ken- 
nedy was assassinated, said 
Sunday he is satisfied with 
the conclusions of the War- 
ren Commission regarding 
the assassination. 

“There has not been any 
evidence offering a differ- 
ent conclusion," O'Donnell 
said in what was described 
as his first public comment 
regarding the investigation. 

He said criticism of the 

commission report has been 
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piece of evidence” which 
would' provide any other 
conlcusion than that Lee 
Harvey Oswald was the 
lone assassin. 

O’Donnell said that un- 
less such evidence is 
brought forth, he feels 
there is no necessity for a 
new investigation. 

The speed with which the 
commission carried out its
